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Prime Minister received a representation (7.12.2006) from Shri Subrata 
Bose, MP(Lok Sabha) on the issue of the last remains of Netaji Subhash Chandra 
Bose, kept at the Renkoji Temple in Japan. [F/R] 

2. In his representation the MP has stated that notwithstanding Government’s 
decision to reject the Report of the Justice Mukherjee Commission, members of the 
Bose family, the All India Forward Bloc and countless Indians are of the firm view 
that the ashes in the Japanese temple are not those of Netaji. He further stated 
that if any decision is taken by Government to take over the remains of Netaji from 
the temple, it would be opposed “tooth and nail'. 

3. PM instructed that the matter be examined by the Ministry of External 
Affairs. In their reply MEA has made the following points: [F/A]
